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DETAILED ACTION 
This action is in response to the application filed on September 25, 2006. 



Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 



Species I: inflatable sterile enclosure with flexible membrane and pivoting plates 
Species II: inflatable sterile enclosure with elongate support members 
Species III: peripheral enclosure connectable to a larger enclosure with 

bactericidal substance at the joint 
Species IV: operating enclosure with pleated attachment compartment 
Species V: surgical dock or drape with bactericidal adhesive for joining it to 

patient 
Species VI: glove carrier 



A telephone call was made to Everett Diedricks on 3/19/09 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
